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Catholic  religion,  which  has  heretofore  been 
exacted  from  those  ^put  to  obtain  diplomas. 
The  acting  director  therefore  summoned  the 
faculty  together  to  discuss  the  enforcement 
of  the  reforms.  The  faculty  by  a  large 
majority  decided  to  obey  the  order  of  the 
government,  but  the-  minister  relieved  Dr. 
Galvao  from  duty  as  Director  and  appointed 
to  the  place  a  professor  from  another  insti- 
tution. The  faculty. thereupon  refused  to 
acknowledge  the  appomtrnent,  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  illegal,  and'thatby  the  constitution 
of  the  empire  it  was  i  crime  to  obey  illegal 
orders.  The  students,  much  as  they  sym- 
pathized with  the  liberal  reforms  of  the  min- 
ister, joined  their  professors,  and  in  a  body 
went  to  the  Senate  chamber  and  cheered  the 
two  senators  who  attacked  the  minister  two 
days  after  the  dismissa|,cf  Dr.  Galvao.  The 
senators— two  very  'ordinary  politicians — 
addressed  the  students  from  the  portico  of 
the  Senate,  and  the  whole  city  of  Rio  was 
thrown  into  much  agitation  by  these  events. 

Now,  the  minister  of  public  educa- 
tion had  been  for  so|lc  time  making  him- 
self very  obnoxious  to'tlie  cabinet,  hot  only 
for  his  too  radical  reforms  in' matters  regard- 
ing his  own  department,  but  also  for  his  too 
defiant  position  towards  the  Senate,  the  con- 
servative majority  of  which  die  government, 
backed  up  by  a  liberal  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
needs  to  handle  delicately  in  order  to  carry 
on  the  great  electoral  reform  now  under  dis- 
cussion. Besides  these  reasons,  Councilor 
Leoncio  is  but  a  second-rate  party-man,  and 
the  new  secretary  of  the  treasury,  the  most 
influential  of  the  liberal  politicians,  found 
great  fault  with  him  and  was  only  too  glad' 
to  throw  him  overboard.  The  premier 
asked  him  to  resign  and  upon  his  refusal 
presented  to  the  Emperor  the  decree  of  his 
dismissal,  which  was  signed,  according  to 
constitutional  usages  in  Brazil.  Councilor 
Leoncio  had  very  pruperly  objected  that  his 
colleagues  were  aware  of  his  intentions  and 
acts  regarding  the  Polytechnic  school,  and 
that  they,  as  well  as  the  Emperor,  had  ap- 
proved of  them.  The  premier,  however, 
maintained  that  he  and  the  other  ministers 
assumed  that  the  dismissal  of  Dr.  Galvao 
was  not  illegal. 

When  these  facts  were  announced  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  there  had  been  a  great 
change  in  public  sentiment  regarding  the 
whole  matter.  It  would  seem  thai  the  first 
act  of  the  government  should  have  been  the 
reappointment  of  Dr.  Galvao,  or  else  the 
dismissal  of  the  director  of  the  school,  now 
in  Europe,  and  the  appointment  of  a  new 
one.  But  the  government  did  neither 
thing.  It  confided  the  school  to  an  out- 
sider, just  as  the  ex-minister  had  done.  The 
faculty  again  refused  to  acknowledge  the 
appointment,  and  ihe  agitation  by  the  stu- 
dents continued  to  be  very  intense,  the 
government  being  obliged  to  suspend  the 
whole  school  for  th  rtydays.  It  is  not  to  be 
wondered  at,  therefore,  that  the  session  of 
the  Chamber  in  which  the  ministry  as  recon 
stitued,  gave  explanations  of  the-  case,  wai 
one  of  the  most  violent  in  the  history  6' 
parliamentary  government  in  Brazil.  The 
people  in  the  galleries  hissed  the  ministers, 
and  the  confusion  was  such  that  the  speaker 
was  compelled  to  interrupt  the  session.  The 
excitement  was  intensified  when  it  was  dis- 
covered that  the  ministers  did  not  return  to 
the  Chamber  upon  its  reassembling. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  disorder 


was  caused  altogether  by  the  people  in  the 
galleries,'  and  principally  by  the  students 
and  their  friends,  The  Brazilian  House  of 
Deputies,  having  only  one  hundred  and 
twenty  deputies,  is  not  very  difficult  of 
management  by  the  presiding  officer,  inas- 
much as  it  is  composed  in  a  great  major- 
ity of  members  favorable  to  the  govern- 
ment, in  whose  hands,  alter  all,  is  the 
police  of  the  House  itself  But  the  people 
who  habitually  frequent  the  galleries,  are 
very  inflammable.  They  are  the  "practical 
workers"  out  of  office,  men  only  loo  anx- 
ious to  obtain  from  some  of  the  hot-headed 
deputies  of  the  opposition  the  signal  to 
cause  a  tumult.  The  material  that  fur- 
nishes these  parliamentary  listeners  is  very 
abundant  in  Rio,  and  the  government  is 
always  very  cautious  in  its  selection  of  the 
means  to  suppress  any  act  of  hostility  from 
them;  for  the  fact  is  that,  whatever  may 
have  been  said  of  the  meekness  of  the  Bra- 
zilians, they  are  nearly- as  excitable  as  the 
average  Spanish-American,  and  the  Em- 
peror, who  has  ever  been  proud  that  his 
country,  because  it  is  an  empire,  is  not 
subject  to  the  chronic  revolutionary  disease 
of  its  neighbors,  is  always  fearful  of  riots, 
mobs,  and  whatever  may  be  construed 
abroad  as  revolution,  Moreover,  the  Emperor 
knows  very  well  that  it  was  an  orderly  mob 
of  Rio  that  compelled  his  father,  the  founder 
of  the  monarchy,  toabdicate  in  April,  1831, 
Dom  Pedro,  therefore,  is  rather  deferential 
lu  the  Rio  mob. 

It  is  unnecessary  io  show  at  length  how 
precarious  is  the  condition  of  affairs  in  a 
country  controlled  by  the  mob-rule  of  its 
capital  a  country  whose  senators  address  a 
parcel  of  revolutionary  students  while  the 
session  is  going  on  in  the  same  building. 
The  recent  travels  of  Dom  Pedro,  and  the 
respectable  show  of  Brazil  in  the  Philadel- 
phia exhibition,  have  produced  a  wrong 
impression  of  the  country  not  only  here  but 
in  Europe,  Tha  truth  about  the  condiiion 
of  the  empire  is  anything  but  agreeable. 
Its  sole  industry  is  taxed  enormously,  both 
by  the  system  of  labor  and  by  the  misman- 
agement of  the  finances.  Coffee  pays  about 
thirteen  per  cent,  of  export  duty;  and  the 
non-existence  of  a  territorial  tax,  combined 
with  the  duty  on  the  production  ami  the 
institution  of  slavery,  ,lcis  as  a  premium 
to  encourage  idleness.  The  currency  of 
the  country  is  depreciated  about  thirty  per 
cent.,  and  a  deficit  of  twenty-two  millions 
of  dollars  is  announced  lor  the  current  fiscal 
year.  Public  education  is  as  yet  very 
backward.  For  the  ten  millions  of  inhabi- 
tants there  are  hardly  5,000  schools.  Par- 
liamentary government  is  almost  a  mockery. 
The  ministers  designate  beforehand  who 
shall  be  elected  as  deputy,  and  the  ministers 
are  made  by  the  Emperor  and  the  politi- 
cians in  Rio.  Reform  after  reform  is  de- 
creed, but  the  mass  of  die  people  never 
understand  the  changes,  which  ofcourseare 
never  put  to  a  practical  lest,  The  states- 
men are  impracticable  when  patriotic  ;  but 
they  are  seldom  patriotic,  being  mure  en- 
gaged in  procuring  places  for  themselves, 
their  brothers,  uncles,  and  nephews,  than 
with  the  public  good.  If  to  all  that  we  add 
die  very  low  condition,  both  moral  and 
mental  of  the  Catholic  clergy,  mostly  made 
up  of  ignorant  and  debased  Portuguese  and 
Italian  priests,  we  shall  have  given  a  true 
sketch  of  the  present  state  ofBrazil. 

The  Brazilian  constitution,  which  dates 
from  1825,  has  not  been  amended  since 
1834,  when  the  attempt  was  made  to  give  to 
the  provinces  the  little  self-government  they 
now  enjoy.  But  the  Emperor  is  just  now 
deeply  anxious  to  see  the  fundamental  law 
so  altered  as  to  limit  the  right  oLsuffrage 
to- those  only  who  have  a  net  annual  income 
of  two  hundred  dollars.  Dom  Pedro  has 
probably  experienced  great  difficulty  in  play- 
ing the  role  of  a  constitutional  monarch 
in  a  country  whose  uneducated  voters  are 
so  pliable  in  the  hands  of  the  ministers  and 
politicians.  He  has  very  likely  interfered 
in  political  contests  much  more  than  it 
would  be  safe  to  let  his  inexperienced 
daughter  do  after  him,     She  is  said  not  to 


be  very  popular  in  her  own  country,  and  is 
married  to  a  French  prince,  the  Count 
d'Eu,  who  is  certainly  distasteful  to  the 
Brazilians,  Now,  nothing  could  show  bet- 
ter the  confusion  of  parties  in  the  empire 
than  the  fact  that  the  constitutional  reform, 
whose  object  is  to  disfranchise  thousands 
of  Brazilians,  is  being  carried  on  by  a  lib- 
eral ministry.  The  present  government  has 
refused  even  to  allow  an  amendment 
making  Protestants  eligible  as  deputies  to 
the  legislature,  and  yet  for  nearly  fifty  years 
the  liberals  have  been  combatting  for  the 
separation  of  church  and  state,  and  the 
complete  political  equality  ofall  sects.  They 
are  sacrificing  all  their  faith  to  an  inor- 
dinate desire  lor  power.  They  are  doing 
nothing  to  lift  their  country  from  the  torpid 
condition  in  which  it  unfortunately  lies.

From  the  (igtires  here  given 
some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  workings 
of  the  emancipation  law  of  September  28, 
i37i.  'Plus  law  went  into  effect  on  the 
301I1  of"  September,  187.',  alter  which  all 
children  born  of  slaves  wen:  to  be  regis- 
tered. The  results  of  this  law  are  as  follows, 
alter  having  been  in  operation  six  years 
and  ihree  mouths  :

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that 
the  number  of  slaves  registered  in  these 
three  provinces  under  the  law  of  1871  was 
42*1,647,  and  that  the  number  of  slaves 
held  at  the  end  of  December  187s,  was 
392,544,  showing  a  diminution  of  34, 103 
in  the  six  years  since  the  law  went  into  ef- 
fect. So  far  the  results  of  the  emancipa- 
tion l,i w  present  a  highly  favorable  appear- 
ance. Upon  further  examination  of  tire 
statistics  we  find  that  during  this  time  43,- 
uuj  slaves  have  died,  a  number  greater 
than  the  actual  decrease  in  the  slave  pop- 
ulation as  shown  above.  The  number  of 
manumissions  through  all  causes  was  to, - 
735  which  added  to  the  number  of  deaths 
makes  an  actual  decrease  of  51,654.  The 
difference  between  this  actual  and  ap- 
parent decrease  shows  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  slaves  through  purchase,  sen- 
tence of  law,  and  otherwise. 

The  number  of  free  children,  ingenuos, 
registered  during  the  sis:  years  in  question 
was  97,443,  of  which  27,864,  or  more  than 
twenty-eight  per  cent.,  died  during  that 
interval.  There  remains  then  about  seventy 
thousand  ingenuos  in  these  three  provinces, 
nominally  subject  to  all  the  degrading 
influences  of  slavery. 
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The  extract  from  The  Nation,  of  July 
24th,  which  we  insert  in  another  place  fur- 
ni.slics  iiulispuLiiIilij  evidence  that  intelligent 
men  elsewhere  are  keeping  a  close  watch 
.  upon  Brazilian  alluirs  and  are  drawing  some 
very  unwelcome  conclusions,  The  journal 
from  which  this  article  is  taken  has  long 
since  won  a  high  character  for  the  clear- 
ness and  impartiality  of  its  treatment  of 
political  questions,  and  its  criticisms  always 
command  a  respect  which  is  not  generally 
accorded  to  its  more  enterprising  contem- 
poraries. It  can  he  safely  asserted  that  its 
opinions  upon  Brazilian  politics  are  not 
the  result  of  hasty  thought  or  biased  jiulg' 
meal;  they  are  given  with  full  knowledge  of 
the  subject  and  with  a  keen  appreciation  of 
all  the  results  sure  to  grow  out  of  the  polit- 
ical situation.  This  being  the  case,  we 
cannot  urge  this  opinion  of  Brazilian  af- 
fairs too  strongly  upon  our  Brazilian  r. "driers. 


0*  the  30th  nil,  the  sessions  of  the 
General  Assembly  which  would  otherwise 
have  closed  on  the  3rd  inst,  were  extended 
to  the  23rd  in  order  to  give  time  for  the 
passage  of  die  appropriation  bills  for  the 
current  year  and  for  the  passage  of  the  gov- 
ernment electoral  reform  bill.  When  one 
considers  the  enormous  amount  of  private 
and  primary  work  done  by  the  Brazilian 
legislature,  and  the  endless  amount  of  polit- 
ical work  done  in  the  two  houses,  even  in 
the  appropriation  bills,  the  additional  time 
allowed  for  the  passage  of  the  appropriation 
and  electoral  reform  bills  will  seem  ridic- 
ulously brief.  A  continuous  session  until 
the  political  complexion  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  changed  through  death,  will  be  necessary, 
before  the  work  will  be  accomplished.  The 
only  solution  to  these  difficulties  lies  in  a 
radical  reform  within  the  General  Assembly 
itsell.  When  it  shall  see  fit  to  let  schools, 
and  emigrants,  and  planters,  and  manufac- 
tories, ami  public  departments,  manage  their 
own  routine  work,  we  shall  have  better 
legislation.  And  then  when  the  Senate  is 
made  elective,  and  the  religious  restrictions 
are  withdrawn,  and  the  government  keeps 
out  of  the  elections,  we  shall  see  a  still 
better  work  dune  in  much  less   time, 


serious  mistake  in  their  attempt  to  secure 
cane  seed  at  the  same  time  through  the 
public  treasury.  Then  came  the  grand  rush. 
Everybody  applauded  the  Pernarnbuco 
measure  and  supported  it  enthusiastically 
By  this  means  the  Pernarnbuco  delegates 
were  placed  under  such  obligations,  that 
when  the  deputies  from  other  provinces 
began  to  ask  for  similar  attentions  and  prof- 
its, they  could  not  easily  object.  Rio  de 
Janeiro  wanted  her  coffee  orchards  examined, 
Rihia.  Parahyba  and  other  provinces  wanted 
their  cane  plantations  included,  and  Halto 
Grosso  put  in  her  request  for  a  commission 
to  study  the  epizootic  ur  entozoic  epidemic' 
now  prevalent  in  that  province.  Some  of 
the  Pernarnbuco  delegation  finally  lost 
patience  under  this  minute  division  of  the 
spoils,  and  declaimed  against  it,  stating  that 
the  north  was  receiving  unfair  treatment  and 
intimating  that  unless  Pernarnbuco  were 
allowed  a  more  equal  share  in  the  benefits 
of  government  they  might  rind  it  expedient 
to  seek  for  these  benefits  alone.  The  mora) 
of  this  example  is  very  easily  drawn,  If 
the  government  undertakes  to  grant  special 
favors  to  one  province  it  must  expect  to 
grant  similar  favors  to  the  others;  its  purse 
once  opened  must  be  kept  open  for  all  hands. 
In  the  interests  of  economy  and  impartial 
legislation,  it  is  best  to  close  the  door  upon 
every  species  of  special  legislation.

After  a  trial  of  more  than  three- 
quarters  or  a  century  under  the  mosl  fav- 
orable of  auspices,  it  has  been  clearly  de- 
monstrated in  the  United  States  that  one  of 
the  greatest  dangers  to  a  representative  form 
of  government  lies  in  unrestricted  special 
legislation.  In  both  the  national  and  state 
governments  this  evil  has  been  carried  to  an 
extreme  which  has  often  brought  serious 
difficulties  upon  the  people.  It  was  one  of 
the  primary  causes  of  the  civil  war,  it  is  the 
cause  of  much  of  the  municipal  misgovern - 
ment  which  exists  in  various  parts  ul  the 
country;  it  made  the  Tweed  ring  possible; 
it  has  robbed  the  national  treasury  of  vast 
sums  of  money;  and  it  is  unquestionably  one 
of  the  inciting  causes  which  is  occasion- 
ing conflicts  between  capital  and  labor. 
With  this  experience  before  them,  the 
members  of  the  Brazilian  Chamber  of 
Deputies  will  do  well  to  make  some  radical 
modifications  in  ils  programmes  The 
present  bill  providing  for  the  study  of  the 
sugar  cane  disease  in  Pernarnbuco  is  a  good 
example  for  illustration— the  more  so  be- 
cause it  bears  so  close  a  resemblance  to  the 
'"internal  improvements"  and  similar  bills 
of  the  United  Slates  Congress.  The  Per-

It  must  be  conlessed  that  this  defense  is 
totally  insufficient  and  unsatisfactory.  It 
does  not  meet  one  .single  charge  made 
in  our  issue  of  the  =th  instant.  In  general 
terms  and  without  a  single  tender  of  proof 
the  company  denies  the  charges  and 
the  responsibility  upon  other  parties.  We 
arc  well  aware  of  the  influence  and  rep 
tionoflheS.  Joao  d'KI-Rci  company,  and 
we  could  wish  for  nothing  belter  than  that 
these  grave  charges  might  all  be  explained 
and  set  at  test  Ibrever.  ISut  the  ugly  proofs 
of  a  deliberate  conspiracy  on  the  part  of  a 
former  superintendent  of  that  company, 
with  certain  parties  calling  themselves  di- 
rectors of  the  extinct  Cata  Uranca  com- 
pany, to  reduce  two  hundred  emanci- 
pated negroes  to  slavery,  still  remain  un- 
answered, and  while  these  proofs  remain 
without  refutation  that  company  must  still 
be  held  morally  and  legally  responsible. 
We  are  told  that  these  same  charges  were 
made  and  answered  in  1878— but  how,  and 
by  whom  ?  An  unsigned  article  appeared  in 
the  Gazeht  de  Notidasxn.  which  certain  charges 
are  made.  The  article  did  not  contain  the 
contract  of  1845,  which  we  published  m 
exlmso,  and  its  charges  were  sufficiently 
vague  and  sensational  to  attract  no  serious 
attention.  Il  was  simply  a  rhetorical  tilt 
against  the  company.  The  reply  was  some- 
thing similar  tu  the  one  under  considera- 
tion. To  this  and  to  the  assertion  that  we 
do  not  possess  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the 
facts,  we  would  say  that  the  accusations 
made  by  Deputy  Joaquim  Nabuco  and 
The  Rio  News  are  based  upon  the  original 
documents  themselves.  There  is  no  per- 
sonal feeling  involved  in  the  matter;  no  ques- 
tion of  gain.  The  motive— the  liberation 
of  an  illegally-enslaved  people — is  one  which 
ppeals  to  one  of  the  highest  and  purest 
sentiments  of  every  English  heart.  If  this 
charge  has  been  made  without  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  ail  the  facts,  then  the  enorm- 
ity of  the  crime  for  which  James  Newell 
Gordon  and  the  so-called  directors  of  the  ex- 
tinct Cata  Branca  company  are  responsible, 
is  greater  than  we  knew;  the  facts  which  have 
been  already  given, fully  sustain  all  charges 
thus  far.  The  company  adds  further  that 
the   accusations    are    unfounded    because  it 


docs  not' possess  the  slaves  as  such  but 
hires  thorn  irom  the  Cata  Branca  company 
to  whom  tliejr  belong.  This  is  simply  begging 
the  question.-  It  has been.shown. by  the  affir- 
mation of  two  successive  superintendents  of 
the  S,  Jpuo  d'j!l-Rei  company,  and  .by  the 
regular  closing  up  of  the  affiiis  of  the  Cata 
Branca  company,  that  it  became  extinct,  and 
that  by  contract  -with  the  former  company 
it  provided  for  the  complete  emancipation 
,0  its  slaves  in  1859,  Moreover,  it  has  been 
shown  that  these  slaves  were  matriculated 
in';i8'72  by  the  superintendent  oi  the  Morro 
Velho  mines,  as  the  representative  of  the 
Cata  Branca  Company.  It  remains  to  be 
proved,  therefore,  that  the  Cata  Branca  com- 
pany now  has  a  legal  existence,  that  it  has 
shareholders;  directors  and  corporate  life, 
that  it  annulled  its  contract  of  1845  and 
authorized  the  matriculation  of  these  negroes 
as  slaves,  for  life  thus  providing  for  its  con- 
tinued existence  simply  to  receive  their  hire 
—  a  strange  position  for  an  English  corpora- 
tion; surely.  1-A-and  that  the  document  execut- 
ed after  the  deed,  authorizing  James  Newell 
Cordon  to  :matriculatc  these  slaves,  was  au-' 
tborized  and  signed  by  legally- chosen  direc- 
tors. Besides  that,  itis  desirable  to  know  who 
receives  the  hire  of  these  blacks.  Further- 
more, the  company  disclaims  all  responsi- 
bility in  the  matter.  This  can  not  be  ac- 
cepted. These  blacks  were  matriculated  by 
James  Newell  Gordon,  and  the  company 
has  the  benefit  of  their  labor,  The  com- 
pany was  legally  authorized  and  solemnly 
bound  itself  in  1845  to  free  all  minors  on 
their  reaching  the  age  of  twenty-one,  but 
failed  to  do  so;  the  children  and  grand- 
children' of  these  minors  are  even  now 
slaves,  The  company  bound  itself  in  1845 
to  free  all  these  slaves  at  the  end  of  fourteen 
years;  it  never  did  so.  With  full  knowl- 
edge of  this  contract  and  of  its  obligations 
under  English  and  Brazilian  law,  it  has  re- 
tained these  blacks  in  slavery  twenty  years 
beyond  the  time  specified  for  their  emancipa- 
More  than  that,  il  has,  through  its 
superintendent  and,  apparently,  its  chair- 
in  London,  conspired  with  other  par- 
ties tu  keep  these  blacks  in  slavery  for  life. 
In  face  of  these  facts  the  S,  Joao  d'El- 
Rei  company  can  not  disclaim  its  re- 
sponsibility. .Somebody  is  guilty  of  a  great 
crime  in  this  transaction,  and  the  S.  Joao 
d'El-Rei  company  must  be  held  responsible 
for  it  until  it  proves  its  innocence  before 
a  competent  English  court.  It  is  not 
sufficient  that  the  settlement  of  this  ques- 
tion should  be  left  to  the  "regular  and  com- 
petent channels"  at  Sahara;  ils  adjudication 
must  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  better  men 
than  those  who  have  dawdled  over  it  so  long 
a  lime  without  any  result.  The  S.  ]uao 
d'El-Rei  company  is  not  called  upon  to 
free  the  slaves  of  other  parties ;  it  is  simply 
asked  to  free  those  blacks  who  have  had 
no  legal  masters  lor  twenty  years,  and 
whom  it  solemnly  contracted  Lo  e 
pate  in  1851;.  It  is  of  little  avail  to  urge 
their  present  good  treatment  —  a  good 
treatment  which  we  are  only  too  glad  to 
affirm  and  commend  ;~- the  best  of  treat- 
ment in  the  mines  at  Morro  Velho  means 
lingering  death,  as  is  shown  by  the  redje- 
lion  of  these  slaves  to  one-half  their  orig- 
inal number.  The  best  of  treatment  can 
never   excuse  the   illegal  retention  ol'  these 


LEGISLATIVE   NOTES, 

— Owing  to  the  occurrence  of  holidays 
and  other  interruptions  to  regular  work, 
less  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Senate 
in  the  interval  since  our  last  issue  than 
usual.  The  written  opinion  presented  to 
the  Senate  on  the  znd  inst.,  by  Senator 
SUveira  da  Motta,  in  which  he  took  excep- 
tions to  the  Chamber  bill  and  Senate  sub- 
stitute appropriating  money  for  the  muni- 
cipal government  of  this  city,  created  an 
animated  discussion  on  the  4th  in  which 
the  President  of  the  Council  and  others 
took  part.  According  lo  Sitveira  da  Motta, 
and  his  charges  are  accompanied  by  docu- 
mentary proofs,  die  municipal  council  of 
this  city  is  guilty  of  gross  mismanage- 
ment, possibly  ofl  criminal  practices.  The 
discussion  ended 'in  a  request  lor  informa- 
tion, and  in  steps  which  will  probably  lead 
1  investigation.  The  greater  part  of  the 
time,  not  devoted  to  bureau  administration 
has  been  spent  in. discussing  the  'appropria- 
tions for  the  departments  of  war  and  agri- 
culture. The  latter  bill  has  been  quite  as 
fruitful  of  political  discussion  as  the  estim- 
ates for  the  department  of  empire.  At  the 
present  timt:  the  various  questions   growing 


out   of  railway  building  and  management, 

and  the  question  of  colonization,  are  re- 
ceiving attention. 

— The  Senate  committee  on  privileges 
and  public  works,  on  the  3rd  inst.,  reported 
favorably,  with  slight  amendments,  on  two 
Assembly  bills  relating  to  public  improv 
emeuts  in  this  city.  The  first  relates  to  the 
removal  oi  the  Scnado  hill,  and  concedes  to 
the  company  undertaking  the  work  exemp- 
tion horn  taxes  upon  the  lands  and  upon 
their  transfer  for  30  years,  the  right  of  alien- 
ation, and  the  gratuitous  concession  of  the 
low  grounds  belonging  to  the  state  which 
shall  be  covered  by  the  removal  of  the  hill. 
The  second  relates  to  the  extension  of  the 
Villa  Isabel  avenue  to  Rua  do  Senador 
Euzebio,  under  the  conditions  of  exemption 
from  certain  municipal  taxes  for  30  years 
on  all  buildings  erected  on  this  street,  ex- 
emption from  tax  on  transfers,  alienation 
of  property,  and  gratuitous  concession  of 
lands  of  the  state  cm  through  by  the  street. 
— In  the  Chamber  a  great  variety  of  ques- 
tions have  been  up  for  consideration. 
With  praiseworthy  determination  SaUlauha 
Marinho  has  kept  his  civil  marriage  and 
cemetery  secularization  bills  before  the 
Chamber.  The  recent  occurrences  in  Minns 
Geraes,  Sao  Paulo  and  .Maranlrao  affecting 
the  marriage  or  burial  of  persons  upon 
whom  the  ban  or  the  church  had  fallen, 
were  placed  on  record,  and  elicited  many 
comments  favorable  to  the  proposed  re- 
forms, but  the  bills  still  sleep  the  sleep  of 
the  righteous.  From  present  appearances 
it  will  take  an  earthquake  to  resurrect  them. 
The  bill  making  appropriations  for  the 
Chinese  mission  has  passed  to  its  third  read- 
ing, but  not  without  a  vigorous  opposition 
from  many  of  the  most  intelligent  and  far- 
sighted  deputies  in  the  Chamber.  The  sugar 
cane  disease  bill — which  might  now  be  ap- 
propriately termed  the  national  infirmary 
bill— has  also  passed  to  its  third  reading, 
and  has  excited  some  very  animated  discus- 
sions. Deputy  Malheiros'  amendment  in- 
cluding the  Matto  Grosso  epizootic  lias  been 
accepted.  The  Pernarnbuco  delegates  are 
little  satisfied  with  the  turn  which  the  matter 
has  taken,  as  the  benefits  which  their  prov- 
ince is  to  derive  from  it  are  growing  beauti- 
fully less  every  day.  The  discussion  upon 
the  troubles  of  the  Italian  colonists  ill  Santa 
Catharina  terminated  in  a  call  for  information 
on  the  nth. 

—-Bill  213  A,  read  on  its  passage  in 
the  Chamber  on  the  3rd  inst.,  promises 
to  be  a  neat  little  nest  egg  for  the  printers 
and  newspapers.  This  bill  proposes  to 
spend  40,000$  for  the  purpose  of  introduc- 
ing Paraguay  tea  {farm  matt)  into  Europe 
and  the  United  States.  The  money  will  be 
laid  out  in  circulars  and  advertisements, 
which  are  to  be  sent  out  through  the  various 
Brazilian  consulates. 

— Theiecent  report  of  Dr.  Felix  da  Costa.

Stales  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  the  testimonial  pre- 
sented Lo  him  by  the  English  and  American  res- 
idents of  that  city  as  a  token  of  their  confidence 
and  respect.  For  twenty  live  years  Mr.  Cordeiro 
has  been  in  the  consulate  at  Rio,  and  during  all 
that  time  has  discharged  his  duties  with  absolute 
faithfulness.  He  speaks  several  languages  fluently, 
and  writes  and  speaks  Ihe  English  tongue  with 
entire  accuracy.  He  has  been  a  faithful  servant  of 
the  United  Hlates,  and  his  retirement  will  cause 
regret  to  all  persons  having  business  at  the  Rio 
consulate.— Cleveland  Herald,  June  21. 

Mention  was  made  in  our  last  issue  of  the 
of  a  gang  of  counterfeiters  in  New  York  some 
of  whom  were  about  to  sail  for  Brazil  with  a  quan- 
tity of  counterfeit  twenty-mi  Ire  is  notes  of  the  old 
The  New  York  World,  just  received,  con- 
tains  the  following  particulars.  About  three  months 
ago  Mr.  A.  0.  Goodall,  president  of  the  American 
Bank  Note  Co.,  received  intelligence  that  an  issue 
of  fraudulent  Brazilian  notes  was  about  lo  be  made. 
With  no  other  information  than  Ihis  and  without 
the  assistance  of  detectives,  Mr.  Goodall  at  once 
began  a  searcli  for  the  counterfeiters.  The  gang 
was  finally  -discovered  and  carefully  watched.  It 
consisted  of  two  Cuban  Spaniards,  one  Brazilian 
and  two  Irishmen.  One  of  the  Spaniards,  Francisco 
Antonio  Rodrigues  Sanabria,  claims  to  own  a  plan- 
tation at  Pernarnbuco;  the  other,  Segundo  Lopes, 
is  a  cigar  dealer  in  Brooklyn  and  was  the  interpreter 
or  ihe  party.  The  Brazilian,  Joao  Benicio  Bebcla-' 
qua,  claims  :o  be  a  merchant,  and  had  a  large 
quantity  of  the  spurious  notes  in'  his  possession. 
The  two  Irishmen,  P.  P.  J.  Donovan  and  John 
Morhity,  were  the  working  men  of  the' party, 
Donovan,  a  stationer,  acting  as  business  agent  and 
Morhrty,  0  lithographer,  doing  the  printing.  Be- 
belaqun  had  crranged  to  leave  on  the  City  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  fcr  Ilrazil  ir.d  was  arrested  at  his  rooms  on 
the  racrnbg  of  Ar.gjst  5th,  just  before  starting  for 
the  steamer.  The  counterfeits  were  found  in  his 
possession.  Sanabna  was  with  him  at  the  time  and 
was  also  arrested.  Donovan  and  Lopez  were 
arrested  on  the  wharf  where  they  were  awaiting  Be- 
belaqua's  arrival.  Mdriarty  was  arrested  at  the 
Fulton  ferry  gate  the  next  morning,  Al'  the  stones 
and  material  were  captured.  The  case  \\  5  brought 
before  the  police  court  on  tlicGth  but  was  postponed 
in  order  to  consult  Lhe  slatules  in  regard  to  the  case.
